( NE day nearly 300 years ago, a 

Russian boy opened the door of 
his great-uncle’s barn. He peered 
inside 

\ strange-looking object suddenly 
caught his eye. It was a wooden ship 
model, But the boy, whose name was 
Peter, had never seen a ship before. 

‘What can it be?” thought Peter. 
Perhaps it’s a sleigh—but mo it can't 
be. It has only one runner. It would 
fall over in the snow!” 

Just then an old carpenter came 
up to Peter. The boy asked him 
ibout this strange, wooden object. 

‘Why, that’s an old galleon—a 
ship,” replied the carpenter. “Long 
igo an English queen gave it to one 
of our Russian emperors. That strip 
of wood along the ship's bottom is 
its keel.” 

From that moment on, Peter was 
fascinated by ships. Peter's life-long 
interest in the ocean made a big dif 
ference to Russia and to Europe 
For he was no ordinary boy. 

When he was only ten years old, 
Peter became Czar (Emperor) of 
Russia. When he grew up he was 
full of ideas and energy. He brought 
rreat changes to Russia.
